The European complications have 
been aggravated with such calamitous 
effect during the week upon the world’s 
commercial and industrial fortunes, 
that practically every market-bearing 
has been torn asunder and the usual 
market relations have been redu ed to 
the merest mockery of economic con- 

Throughout the Reporter's 
the hostilities have operated

with particularly drastic effect, as a re- 
flection of their intimate association 
with foreign sources of supples of both 
raw and finished materials as well as 
with the foreign channels for the dis- 
tribution and consumption of our prod- 
ucts. The week's canvass of our trades 
has shown that market conditions have 
been disrupted to a degree that is 
without precedence in the present gen- 
eration. In searcely an item can the 
market be treated with anything like 
definite or comprehensive significance 
and the term nominal as applied to 
market conditions and quotations may 
reasonably be extended throughout the 


entire list. The term “wildcat” may 
also be suitably applied to the char- 


acter of the week’s trading. 
In many lines sellers have been 
overwhelmed with the rush of pros- 
pective buyers, who had apparently 
been following the rule of marking 
time over the dull midsummer period, 
tu cover their present and nearby re- 
quirements as well as to sound out the 
chances for future commitments. It 
believed to be the rare exception where 
the seller has been caught off his 
guard in entering contracts for for- 
ward delivery of goods which are the

The United 
Kingdom, Netherlands, Germany and 
Irance constitute the mainstay of for- 
eign consumption, The closing of these 
and other markets has resulted with 
particular hardship, as the general 
status of the industry during the last 
few months has been one of continued 
depression by the heavy overproduc- 
tion and the restricted movements in 
ithe various refined products. The only 
variation in actual quotations during 
the week has been the further reduc- 
tion in several of the intermediate 
grades of crude oil, but the market for 
practically all descriptions can only be 
regarded as nominal. The recent agi- 
tation for a suspension of drilling in 
the fields contributing most heavily to 
the burden of crude stocks appears to 
have enlisted but half-hearted support 
on the part of operators, but with the 
leading refining interests of the coun- 
try facing a crisis in their foreign 
trade, curtailing their purchases of 
crude oil to the utmost minimum ex- 
tent and the pipe lines being taxed to 
harrassing limits in the movement of 
oil from the fields, the production end 
of the industry should be brought fully 
to the realization that the situation de- 
mands the most heroic measures of 
relief, and where the spirit of reason 
does not appeal.to the individual op- 
erators for their particular share to- 
ward the equalization of the indus- 
try’s sadly unbalanced status, organi- 
zation or co-operative movement 
should be resorted to with the view of 
checking the insatiate rush of field 
work. If the warning developments 
are made slight of, the producers must 
pay dearly for their short sighted or 
indifferent attitude in the form of fur- 
ther depreciation in crude values.

Stocks of some of the staples had been 
allowed to reach fairly low levels on 
the prospect of new crop. supplies. 
Many of the European botanicals are 
believed to be ready fcr harvest after 
a backward season, and the greatest 
uncertainty is involved in the receipt 
of these goods for our markets. Near- 
ly all of the so-called standard items 
of the drug list which are the occasion 
of circular price changes have been 
marked up, but even these announce- 
ments have been the subject of early 
revisions. Among the featuring price 
developments in the drug market may 
be included opium and its derivatives, 
morphine and codeine, quinine, the 
bromides, ergot, menthol, quicksilver

The latter’s price, it 
was stated, hed been S8%c. from Junel3 
to the present. 

George FE. Blakeslee, president of the 
Mutual Oil Company, a circular of which 
company, offering Standard gasoline t!n 
Hudson county at 9l6c., fell into the hands 
of the Hudson county agent for the Crew- 
Levick Company, was the next witness, 
He testified that his company was organ- 
ized in May, and one of its purposes was 
to bring the price of gasoline to consum- 
ers to a lower level with the hopes of en- 
couraging the purchase of automobiles. 
Up to the time that the Mutual Oil Com 
pany entered the field, Mr. Blakeslee tes 
tifled that gasoline prices in Hudson 





county 1 zed from 8c. to 22e., showing 
in some causes a profit of 9c. to ife. The 
Mutual's initial price in May was 15c., 
eomparing with lic. at wholesale. By the 


end of the month, Mr. Blakeslee said he 
Was obliged to cut the price to 13c. on the 
threat of a competitor to drive him out of 
business. The Gulf Refining Company be- 
came more of a factor in the price war 
after May 15. The Mutual Oil Company's 
relations for the purchase of gasoline are 
all with the Standard Oil Company, but 
no contract or agreement had been en- 
tered into concerning prices. At I3ec. at 
retail, the margin of profit was less than 
mne-half cent and represented the differ- 
ence between the wholesale price and the 
price t refinery, the purchaser doing his 
own hauling. At the present time, Mr. 
Blakeslee stated, the same price pre- 
vailed whether the Standard Oil delivered 
or the Mutual Oil Company hauled the 
gasoline. The latter company’s retall 
price, he said, had not gone below 1c. 
Several witnesses identified with the 
garage business of Jersey City and New- 
ark were introduced on behalf of the 
prosecution with the view of establishing 
the variance in gasoline prices between 
the two cities, but their testimony proved 
more or less involved on the uncertainty 
of actunl dates and prices, and failed to 
leave a convincing impression. Other 
witnesses testified that in June they were 
able to purchase gasoline on contract 
from the Gulf Refining Company at Ic. 
below the market, which was generally 
recognized as signifying the Standard’s 
quotation. The Gulf company also of- 
fered a 1 per cent. discount for cash. In 
addition ‘to the yrice advantage, one 
witness stated that he had changed from 
the Standard to the Gulf company under 
the impression that the Mutual Oil Com- 
pany, which was carrying on a keen com- 
petition in Hudsom county, was being 
backed by the Standard Oil Company. F. 
Royal Hamett, assistant treasurer of the 
Crew-Levick Company, at Philadelphia, 
was called as a witness, and his testi- 
mony only concerned the statement that 
his company had no connection with the 
Gulf Refining Company. 

With the completion of testimony’, coun 
sel for the Standard Oil Company moved 
to dismiss the complaint on the ground 
that the prosecution had failed to make 
out a case, and that all the testimony was 
convincing on the point that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company had not taken any In- 
itiative in the price war, but had simply 
followed the market in its downward 
course to maintain its trade. It was 
urged that if the purpose of the statute 
was to compel the company to reduce 
rates all over the State simply because 
there was a rate war in one particular 
section, it would work an injustice and 
be rensonably subject to criticism as un- 
constitutional There could be no ques- 
tion of any attempt at monopoly or thé 
restriction of trade by reason of reducing 
prices to meet competition of others in 
the same field In answer, the prosecu- 
tion sought to establish that the differ- 
ence in Standard Oil prices of gasoline in 
Jersey City and Newark was from Ic. to 
ic., while the variance in haulage did not 
tmount to more than one-half cent. The 
fact that the Standard Oil Company has 
lately equalized prices in all sections of 
the State, 914c. being the basic quotation, 
it was urged by the posecution should 
convince the court that the same practice 
of maintaining uniform prices could have 








en accomplished at the time of the al- 
lkeged discrimination 

Judge Sullivan reserved decision on the 
motion to dismiss the complaint, but he 
expressed himself unequivocally to the ef- 
fect that he regarded the intent fer which 
prices were cut as the determining fac- 
tor in the construction of the statute. He 
regarded that the trade war in gasoline 
had been localized in one particular 
county, and if the defendant company 
must sit idly by and say “‘good-by”’ to its 
trade, while its competitors were carry- 
on such an aggressive war, it would 
e an unreasonable construction of the 
iw to compel the company to lower its 
rices generally throughout the State to 
a serious financial loss. The court point- 
ed out that it was an entirely different 
situation where a concern on its Own M- 
itiative reduced prices with the sole ob 
ject of driving others out of the field ans 
establishing a monopoly, and where the 
same concern was driven to a corner 80 
that it was compelled to protect itself by 
meeting the quotations of others.. There 
could be no reason to charge criminal in- 
tent where a company was acting for its 
trade existence and rights, it was state 
The prosecution introduced the case olf 
South Dakota against the Central Lum 
ber Company, in which the United States 
Supreme Court sustained the right of the 
State to maintain an action under practi-

A week of unusual interest is re- 
ported by sellers of paint materials 
The upheaval in Burope has not been 
Without effect upon domestic markets 
ind a nominal market exists for all 
materials which are of foreign origin 
Holders of contracts are at sea, for 
they do not know when they will be 
able to secure deliveries and sellers are 
ua unit in refusing to quote on futures 
of such articles as come from abroad. 
The spot market also reveals an in- 
teresting situation, for there is no fixed 
market quotation for imported articles 
and any prices are merely nominal, and 
as some sellers put it are approximate 
prices at which bids from buyers might 
uncover material either from first 
hands or from consumers who have a 
surplus and are willing to accept a 
profit on their holdings The amount 
of imported materials held in the local 
market, however, is small and makes 
it impossible for any large trading tv 
occur. The dry color trade has been 
affected in a double way by the inter- 
ruption to commerce with outside coun- 
tries. In the first place competition 
from foreign sellers, which promised 
to be keener than usual, has been 
checked by the inability to bring for- 
eign offerings to this market Sellers 
of foreign colors are unable to fulfil 
outstanding contracts or to entertain 
bids for new business. A second way, 
and one which is no less in importance, 
is found in the fact that domestic 
manufacturers are forced to look to 
Kurope and other foreign markets fo1 
some of the raw materials necessary 
for the production of their goods. This 
has had such an effect upon the trade 
thrat sellers have withdrawn from the 
market, and as one seller states, there 
has been no dry color market in the 
past week and is not likely to be one 
until the situation clears itself The 
lead pigments are independent of for- 
eign influences and no changes are re- 
ported for white lead and the other 
lead products Domestic zines are in 
the same position as the lead pigments, 
though in both cases a check has been 
placed upon the export trade which 
is nv minor matter. A review of the 
market shows a sharp distinction be- 
tween domestic materials and those ot 
foreign origin. The latter are all nom- 
inal, while the former are practically 
Without change, though exceptions 
must be made in the cases of those 
articles which require foreign materials 
in their manufacture. Oils used in the 
paint trade are firmer with the pos- 
sible exception of linseed oil and this 
has held a steady course. With Eu- 
rope out of the seed markets it would 
be natural to look for a larger supply 
for this country, especially as the pro- 
ducing countries, with the exception of 
the United States and Russia, are not 
consumers of seed to any extent. There 
are other points to be considered, how- 
ever, and the cake situation looks as 
unfavorable as the oil market does fa- 
vorable, so that it will require some 
time to reach a proper basis for tra 
ding. China wood oil has been greatly 
stimulated by the fact that no new 
supplies are probable for some time 
and this has resulted in rather sharp 
advances in values. Soya bean oil has 
moved more freely and at advanced 
prices. Turpentine and rosins on the 
other hand have weakened with de- 
mand lessened by the defection of for- 
eign buying. Varnish gums come un- 
der the category of other imported ma- 
terials and are in a nominal position 
with spot prices varying according to 
seller. Glues are in good demand with 
foreign offerings no longer freely of- 
fered The window glass market has 
not been greatly affected, but exports 
are not in evidence and demand for 
domestic glass is expected to show an 
increase. Complete reviews of the lin- 
seed oil and naval stores markets will 
be found on pages 21 and 23, respec- 
tively.

Manufacturers look for a good busi- 
ness as the result of the elimination 
of foreign glass, and with stocks being 
reduced while production is nearly at 
a standstill, the prospects for higher 
prices, especially for certain sizes, 1S 
very good. Inquiry for glass has been 
good, and if irading materializes ac- 
cordingly there will be practically 
nothing carried into the new ‘season. 
A prominent seller, in discussing the 
situation, recently said:— 
week the window glass manufacturers 
United States held their annual meet- 
Atlantic City, and matters pertaining 
to the industry were quite freely discussed. 
Forty-five plants were represented in person, 
and every factory in the United States was 
represented, either by officials in attendance or 
by proxy. The stocks on hand, both in the 
warehouses of the manufacturers and in the 
hands of the distributors are considerably be- 
low normal and while trade was admittedly 
dull during the early part of the year, there 
has been a noticeable increase in July and 
every indication of increased activity for the 
balance of the season. Labor officials who ad 
dressed the mreeting advised that the different 
trades have practically come to an agreement 
whereby a fixed time for starting and stopping 
would be arranged, governing all four of the 
skilled trades. This is a radical change, as 
the machine factories have had the p ilege 
of operating continuously in their agreements 
with skilled labor. The labor leaders have 
stated that they would exact at least the same 
wages that they are now receiving, and they 
generally have a very persuasive way of get- 
ting what they ask for. 

It was the opinion of those present that a 
general resumption of glass making would not 
take place before November, and with the light 
stocks on hand, it doesn’t take a prophet to 
foretell that absolutely all of the present 
stocks will be cleaned up before the new prod- 
uct is avainable If we had the average 
demand for August, September and October 
that the statistics show for the past ten years, 
every box of salable glass will be disposed of 
during that period, and the business outlook 
indicates that the glass market is going to be 
quite active and that a much larger quantity 
than the average will be required for the next 
three months.

South American Markets for Drug 
Products, Medicines, Etc. 


(Special to Oil. Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 7, 1914. 
A monograph on South American Mar- 
keis for drug products, patent and propri- 
etary medicines, ete., prepared for the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce by E. A. Thayer, commercial 
agent of the department, who recently 
«onciuded am investigation into market 
conditions in the Latin-American States 
of South America for these products, has 
just been issued by the Bureau of for- 
eign and Domestic Commerce of the Com- 

merce Department. s 
Mr. Thayer went to South America 
‘about a year ago and has made exten- 
sive investigations into market conditions 
Yor drug products, patent medicines, etc., 
in the different cowhntries in South Amer- 
ica and has deveted some attention to the 
bringing out of @etails of South American 
trade in these products in a way to be in- 
structive to American exporters of such 
products. , 
Ruaminrg all through the discussion of 
trade conditions and prospects in. the dif- 
ferent States of South America, Mr 
khaver devotes attention to complaints 
Nhade by South American buyers of poor 
tpncking by American exporters of drug 
ian& chemical products. This is in line 
with most of the comments that have 
tween made by commercial agents who 
Slave investigated trade conditions and 
prospects in foreign countries, and Mr. 
Thayer emphasizes these with further retf- 
erences to ways and means of increasing 
business in the different Latin-American 
States whether by samples and literature 
of the use of commission houses in the 
different States, according to their means 
amd the prospects of increased business. 
Vhe document as prepared = by Mr. 
Wheyer for the Commerce Department is 
devoted to drug products and patent and 
proprietary medicines, with introductory 
discussions covering the general field of 
South America in these commodities, and 
als» special reference to the paticular fea- 
twres of the trade of the different coun- 
trices. In regard to patent and proprietary 
imediines, the introductory comments by 

-Mr. Thayer are as follows: 


Annual imports of proprietary medicines in 
‘Seuth America amount to $6,000,000 (not in- 
“luding Brazil), of which the United States 
supplies about per cent., including soaps and 
toilet preparations. In 1912 the United States 
exported to South America in patent and pro 
prietary medicines the amount of $1,894,858 
and in medicinal and toilet soaps some $300,000, 
Although this is a good showing, the trade 
could be largely increased 

There are laws regulating the introduction 
and sale wf patent and proprietary medicines 
in Paraguay, Uruguay and Argentina and 
many of the other countries are co dering the 
passage ef such laws. Ecuador, Colombia and 
Venezuela have boards of classification, and 
preparations that have not been classified pay 
«a much higher rate of duty than those that 
Thawe. Meany of the municipalities have local 
samiinances relating to the purity of drugs and 
Reroprietary medicines, but these, for various 
reasons, are not v y effective. 

France is the strongest competitor of the 
United States in this line of goods, for several 
reasons The teaching in the _ professional 
scbeols is based on the French system mainly, 
amd French textbooks are in wide use. Through 
this teaching the student becomes imbued with 
the idea that French preparations have more 
‘certam therapeutic value, referring to prepara 
ttions for dispensation on prescription. French 
premairations are also very attractively put up 
in @istinctive packages and are well advertised, 
nat only in newspapers, but in the medical and 
«irug journats

Terms of credit granted to the South Amer- 
ican trade by the United States run from sixty 
to 120 days, though in many cases cash 
ugainst uments New York still de- 
manded. European houses grant six months 
to a year and many times sell their customers 
on open account. The question of credit is 
one of the main difficulties in building up 
American trade in South America. 

Attention is once more called to the ques 
tion of the registering of trade-marks and 
trade names. This matter should be attended 
to before any goods are sold, or at least be- 
fore any goods are shipped, and it can always 
best be handled by some one familiar with 
conditions who lives in the country importing 
the goods. 

American proprietary medicines are well 
liked. There is no prejudice against them, and 
increased trade must follow intelligent effort 
to obtain it. 


In giving attention to the detailed busi- 
ness of.the different countries, including 
Argentina, Bolivia, Chile, Colombia, Meua- 
dor, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, Uruguay 
and Venezuela, -the following points are 
made first with respect to Argentina: 

ARGENTINA. 

In 1911 the imports of prepared

All compounded drugs and all preparations 
made from formulas are classed as proprietary 
preparations, in so far as the requirement 
of the decree regulating the introduction and 
sale of proprietary preparations are concerned, 
and all mineral waters and medicated soaps 
come under the same classification. 

The decree mentioned dates from April 16 
1906. but was not actively enforced until re- 
cently, and the Chemical Office of the Na 
tional Department of Hygiene has of late 
been swamped with the work thrust upon it 
Notwithstanding the fact that the office has 
made some 50,000 analyses, the applications 
come in more rapidly than the analyses can 
be made In order to give some idea of the 
work involved, it is only necessary to cite al 
kaloidal tablets. These tablets are made up 
in six different dosages of the same alkaloid 
and require six different analyses. On this 
basis some manufacturers in the United State 
would have 25,000 to 30,000 preparations to be 
analyzed. 

A few manufacturers or their representatives 
made application for the approval of their 
preparations shortly after the approval of the 
deeree and the representative of one American 
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manufacturer succeeded in having all of the 
preparations of his firm approved. 

In regard to Bolivia the imports of pat- 
ent and proprietary medicines are shown 
to amount to only $150,000 annually, of 
which the United States furnished about 
30 per cent, Mr. Thayer adds:

Freight rates from New York and Euro- 
pean ports run from $6 to $7 per ton, 
Freight rates are high to the interior towns, 
ranging from $12 to $80 per ton, the rate 
to Bogota from the coast being $35 per ton 
Goods from tie coast to Bogota are nandled 
six times, which helps to account for the 
excessive freight rates. Competition is 
much keener in Bogota than in the coast 
towns and many products sell for the same 
or Jess money in the capital.

and all other drugs and chemicals, $1,040,186. 

Germany exports more to South America 
as a whole in drug products and chemicals 
than any other nation, followed by England 
and France. The crude-drug market of the 
world is in Hamburg, while crude chemicals 
in gereral come from Great Britain, Ger- 
many and France rather than from the 
United States.

In further elaboration of the produc-

than that of all other countries combined. 
fhe total production of soapstone in the 
United States in 1913 was 26,562 short 
tons, valued at $628,077, a decided gain in 
quantity and in value as compared with 
the production of 1912. There were five 
producing States, Maryland, North Caro- 
lina, Rhode Island, Vermont and Virginia 
but the output of Virginia exceeded by far 
the combined output of all the other States, 
Furthermore, the resources of Virginia are 
such that its large production may be ex- 
pected to continue long, 

As shown in the following table the total 
production of soapstone in Maryland, North 
Carolina, Rhode Island and Vermont was 
3,049 short tons, valued at $31,151, a de- 
crease of 22.3 per cent. in quantity and of 
nearly 38 per cent., in value as compared 
with their output in 1912. On the other 
hand, the output of Virginia increased 
nearly 7 per cent. in both quantity and 
value. 

There is one producer in each of the 
three States, Maryland, North Carolina and 
Rhode Island; two in Vermont, and six in 
Virginia—all six in essentially the same belt 
Stretching northeast through Nelson, Al- 
bermarle and Orange counties, a distance 
of nearly seventy-five miles. The tale pro- 
ducers of Virginia lie farther northeast. 
One company, west of Fredericksburg, pro- 
duces both tale and soapstone, a combi- 
nation that should enable the company to 
use nearly all the quarry products advan- 
tageously. 

Speaking of prices of soapstone, Mr. 
Diller quotes in the rough, as quarried, 
the value is $2 a ton, and sawed into 
slabs the value increased to more than 
$15 a ton, and when manufactured into 
laundry tubs its average value is about 
$30 a ton.

Latin American Petroleum Deposits. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Aug. 7, 1914. 


Further information in regard to petro- 
leum in the Latin American States of 
South America comes through the Pan 
American Union of which John Barrett 
is Director-General. In a bulletin issued 
by the union regarding petroleum in Co- 
lombia, the statement is made that with- 
in the last few days reports have been 
noted of rich oil areas in the Republic of 
Colombia. These fields, it appears, have 
already been studied sufficiently to 
demonstrate a supply for commercial 
needs, and there is every promise that 
development will go forward steadily. 
Further regarding these Colombia oil 
fields, the statement given out by Direc- 
tor Barrett says: 


The value of the petroleum deposits in Latin 
America is rapidly becoming more evident. 
Peru and Argentina have developed oil wells 
to the point of commercial profit; Mexico has 
enormously rich fields of oil; Venezuela has 
petroleum with the asphalt beds; Honduras 
and Ecuador give great promise of areas in 
which oil is indicated in productive quantities, 
and only a few weeks ago the Pan-American 
Union reported the discovery of a remarkable 
series of petroleum deposits lying for several 
hundred miles along the east slope of the 
Andes. 

These new oil fields in Colombia are at 
Tubarf, quite close to the important Carib- 
bean seaport of arranquilla, through which 
much of the shipping of the Magdelena River 
and consequently of the interior of the country 
is carried on. Already scientific engineers 
have estimated that sufficient oil is within 
reach to supply a good part of the demand 
of steamers passing through the Panama 
Canal As the field lies so near to the market 
in which it will be utilized, there would seem 
no obstacle in the way beyond the simple 
preparation of the wells and the construction 
of proper tanks for its storage. 

In addition to the oil itself, the investigators 
have penetrated into an enormous supply of 
natural s, in the same district of Tubara. 
The gas wells have already been tapped, but 
as yet no use has been made of it It is pro 
posed, however, to pipe this natural gas to the 
city of Barranquilla, where it can be used 
in lighting, cooking and as a motor force in 
generating power.

CHINA WOOD OIL.—A gvod buying 
movement set in this week and sellers 
who had been holding oil on spot for 
a long time had no trouble in getting 
high prices for what they had, though 
they would have been glad to have ac- 
cepted much lower prices a week ago. 
The range of prices was due to dif- 
ferent prices quoted by the various 
sellers. At the close of the week 7%

COCOANUT OIL. — With supplies 
from London and the Far East tempor- 
arily cut off holders of cocoanut ad- 
vanced prices sharply. Stocks on hand 
are moderate and with consumers 
scrambling for supplies there was no 
let up in the upward trend of the mar- 
ket. Early in the week Ceylon oil sold 
at 9%c. per pound, and every sale 
noted after that was at an advance of 
1,@1e. per pound, until at the close the 
nominal quotation was 12c. per pound. 
Cochin oil closed with holders asking 
from 14c. to 15c. per pound, and actual 
business was noted at the inside figure. 
Closing prices were on an average of 
3i%c. higher than a week ago. On 
Thursday 1,987 drums of Manila oil 
arrived at New York, but as nearly all 
of this stock was sold ‘‘to arrive’ the 
market had but little relief. A cable 
from Manila stated that the market for 
copra broke sharply as shipments to 
Marseilles have been stopped. All for- 
eign markets for copra and oil were 
closed. 

CORN OIL.—Leading manufacturers 
lowered the price of corn oil 10 points 
early last week, establishing a basis 
of $6.25 per 100-pounds for car lots. The 
drop was in sympathy with the sharp 
decline in cottonseed oil. Towards 
the close the demand showed improve- 
ment and the undertone was fairly 
steady.

PALM OIL.—Quotations at the close 
were nominal. With stocks moderate 
and the demand good from all sources, 
dealers sent prices upward, until 
Lagos sold at lle. and even at 12c. a 
pound, which is at an advance of 4c. 
compared with a week ago. Red prime 
oil showed a similar gain. Dealers 
quote the market nominal, with Lagos 
at 11@12c. and prime red at 10@l11c. 

PALM KERNEL OIL.—Stocks were 
very light and for a time nothing was 
offered by sellers. Towards the close 
a dealer quoted the market nominal 
at 12@18c. per pound.

Congress Plans Relief trom War 
Strictures. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter 


Washington, Aug. 7, 1914 

The greater part of the time of Con 
gress during the past week has been 
taken up with the consideration of meas- 
ures pertaining to the relations which the 
government of the United States and our 
producers and exporters must bear to the 
state of war existing throughout Europe. 
Measures of neutrality and export facill 
ties are first considered, following a proc- 
lamation of neutrality by the President of 
the United States. 

It is probable that shortly measures re- 
lating to internal revenue taxes will be- 
come necessary if the European war is 
protracted with serious results to the im- 
port trade of this country. 

A number of conferences have been held 
by Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
and the chairmen of the Ways and Means 
and Financ» committees in Congress as 
to measures which may become necessary 
to increase the treasury revenue. There 
is a possibility that customs’ duties may 
be decreased many millions of dollars. As 
a result of non-exportation by the coun- 
tries engaged in war, to the markets of 
the United States, no means of securing 
revenues except by internal revenue 
taxes will be open to the Treasury, in 
view of the fact that the income tax law 
is already enforced with a smaller total 
volume of receipts from that source than 
has been expected. 

There sre reports from many parts of 
the country along the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts of congested products for export at 
terminal points. Congress has already set 
on foot measures for encouraging the 
taking in of foreign ships under American 
registry in order to furnish exportation 
of American products to foreign markets. 

These measures and others of like char- 
acter have engaged the attention of Con- 
gress during the greater part of the week, 
and steps have also been taken by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, in conference 
with the bankers, to prevent the outflow 
of gold from the United States and 
finance the moving of crops throughout 
the remainder of the crop season. 

The present indications are, following 
the passage by the Senate of the so-called 
trades commission bill, that the re- 
mainder of the month will be occupied in 
efforts to pass other measures in the 
trust control program, and, unless the 
incidents of the foreign war necessitate 
Congress remaining in session, there is a 
possibility of an adjournment the first of 
September, according to present indica- 
tions.

To Curtail Petroleum Output. 


According to a formal statement the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
will probably curtail its output, due to 
the suspension of exports. The statement 
follows:— 


The Standard Oil Company (New Jersey) 
may be compelled on account of the inter- 
ruption of foreign commerce, resulting 
from the war situation in Europe, to ma- 


terially curtail its output of all petroleum 
products, 

This sudden loss of market, coupled with 
the very large accumulated stocks of fin- 
ished products now on hand, will necessarily 
limit their ability to purchase crude oil. 

At the moment it is impossible to say 
to what extent and how long this un- 
fortunate condition will continue. 


This action will result in a general re- 
striction of crude oil purchases. A sus- 
pension of crude oil purchases has been 
ordered by some of the leading Eastern 
agencies. At present this chiefly affects 
the Pennsylvania and West Virginia field, 
but it is feared that similar steps will 
be taken for the fields of Ohio, Indiana 
and fllinois. The crude oil market has 
weakened materially and several reduc- 
tions have been announced by the Ohio 
Oil Company.

Such crop reports as were received, 
while generally being of an unfavorable 
nature, and which would cause a display 
of strength under normal trading condi- 
tions, received practically mo considera- 
tion, advices on the European situation 
overshadowing all such reports. The pre- 
diction was made by a reliable authority 
in the Northwest that the yield per acre 
will be fair, on an acreage 20 per cent 
smaller than that from which the 1913 
crop was obtained 

Receipts of flax at Chicago were larger 
than for some weeks past, totaling 34,000 
bushels, as compared with 17,000 bushels 
for a corresponding time last year Much 
of this seed was purchased by local 
crushers before hostilities in EMurope - 
gan, and the price paid was far highe! 
than new rules. There were no. shin 
ments from this market during the week, 
while the shipments for a like time last 
year amounted to only 1,000 bushels. There 
were no offerings of seed by ash han- 
dlers, but there was also an absence of 
requests,

LINSEED OIL 

Conditions surrounding the linseed oil 
market at Chicago suffered ai sharp 
ehange at the beginning of the week, tle 
strength and iooked fer higher price e- 
ins: blasted by te dificulties which 
suddenly spruns7 up in Europe The hos 
tilities in Europe overshadowed every- 
thing else that was put before the trade 
not only at Chicago, but in other sections 
of the United States as well as Canada. 
Buyers who a week ago were scrambling 
over one another in mad efforts to se- 
eure quantities of oil before prices had 
soared to promised prohibitive prices, 
calmly stood back and refused to make 
purchases, despite the fact that larger 
offerings at more suitable prices were 
made by crushers with linseed oil on 
hand The continuation of war between 
the various countries of Europe will leave 
the United States without the usual outlet 
for the production of linseed oil as well 
is other by-products of flaxseed, and 
home consumers will be able to secure 
larger quantities at lower prices’ than 
were dreamed of only a few days ago 
It is not likelv that any fair amount of 
linseed oil can be worked for export, as 


the industries abroad which consume ex- 
ports of this country will be practicall 
at a standstill as long as the nations of 
Kurope remain hostile to one another 


There were liberal offerings of oil hy 
holders in this market at 58c. per gallon 
for the raw grade and the usual premium 
ot le per gallon for the boiled, but the 
purchases made were small Many in 
need of oil refused to become buyers, be- 
lieving that purchases might be made at 
more profitable levels in a short time. 
The inability of the trade to work cake 
or meal for xport had a weakening in- 
fluence in the oil market In spite of the 
mentioned falling off in business, the con- 
clusion that crushers were without any 
eall for their oil must not be drawn. 
Some business was consummated in single 
barrel lots at the usual premium, or 53c. a 
gallon for the raw and S4e. a gallon for 


the boiled linseed oil Futures attracted 
little attention, buyers refusing offers of 
crushers at prevailing prices Only a 


moderate quantity of oil has been con- 
tracted for in the future market, but it 
does not seem likely that additional com 
mitments will be made so long as condi- 
tions remain so umfavorable 


LINSEED OIL CAKE

dlers of linseed oil cake at Chicago. Ad 
vices from the Northwestern markets

RUENOS AIRES MARKET, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
The issuance of a decree by the gov- 
ernment Suspending operations of banks 
and of obligations of commerce put a stop 
to a wild market for flaxseed at Buenos 
Aires. The engaging of European coun- 
tries in war caused considerable excite- 
ment in the market and_= sensational 
changes were made in values during the 
first few days of the period, and it ts 
likely that the losses recorded would be 
nothing compared to those that might 
have been registered had operations in 
futures continued during the balance ot 
the week. The decree referred to above 
is to hold until August 10, but it will 
in all probability be extended if con- 
dition ire not more favorable for the 
resumption of business than at the pres- 
ent time. Selling out of all long lines 
was indulged in, not only by weak hold- 
ers, but some of the larger interests were 
unwilling to continue in possession of 
futures Not only was trading in futures 
suspended in the markets of Argentine, 
but some of the American markets were 
forced to cease operations because of the 
panicky action of the market. Export 
withdrew requests for cash seed as a rule 
as little seed will be sent into importing 
nations now at war so long as hostilities 
continue. The shipments from Argentine 
ports showed a falling off, footing up only 
203,00 bushels, as compared with ship- 
ments of 393.000 bushels the preceding 
week and 736,000 bushels for a correspond- 
ing time last year. Total exports of flax- 
seed from Argentine since January 1 are 
piaced at 28,848,000 bushels, which con- 
trasts with 32,309,000 bushels exported for 
a like period last year. Much concern is 
shown because of the difficulties which 
have arisen in Europe. A great deal of 
the Argentine grown flax is consumed by

The best showing 
was in the Northern Louisiana field, 
which furnished the featuring comple- 
tion of the 2,200-barrel well in the 
De Soto district. 

Details of the June field report for 
California show the largest production 
on record, 9,431,863 barrels, a gain of 
210,000 barrels over the May record. 
Shipments for June show a gratifying 
increase and established a high record, 
8,816,610 .barrels, or 300,000 barrels in 
excess of the May total. The total sur- 
plus at the close of June amounted to 
51,202,077 barrels, a net increase of 615,- 
353 barrels for the month. This quan- 
tity of oil, however, is not regarded as 
a menacing market factor, sufficing 
for about six months’ consumption. 
The marketing concerns do not seem 
to consider the quantity of stock ex- 
cessive, as they are all building addi- 
tional storage facilities and buying 
whatever oil is available. Despite the 
outbreak of European hostilities, pros- 
pects for a good export trade from the 
West Coast are still regarded as prom 
ising.

Keen competition again featured the 
local market for petroleum products, 
but no quotable changes in prices were 
reported. The demand for refined 
petroleum was quiet. There was a 
good demand for auto naphtha and 
leading sellers were all doing business 
on the basis of 13c. per gallon for de- 
liveries to garages in bulk. A report 
from Chicago states that there has 
been another general reduction in the 
price of auto naphtha amounting to 
%c, per gallon, which establishes the 
market at lle. per gallon. Evidences 
of keen competition in auto naphtha 
were also present in New Jersey, 
where, it transpires, actual business 
was done only recently on the basis of 
9%ec. per gallon from the refinery.

ANOTHE R DROP IN PRIC 


Last Wednesday the Standard Oil Company 
issued a statement again reducing the price of 
high-grade oil The cut amounts to from 2% 
cents to 15 cents per barrel, according to the 
eravity The lowest grade of “refining oil’ 
is now on a par with the highest grade of 
‘fuel oil’’—40 cents per barrel. A reduction 
of 2% cents is made in oil from 21 to 24 de 
grees, and on some of the Ventura county high- 
grades a cut of 15 cents is made. The com- 
pany has regraded the oil, placing it in some- 
what different groups for the purpose of better 
classification. No change is made in the price 
of oil below 21 degrees, and it remains strong, 
and the tendency is to advance rather than 
decline. The regular schedule of prices will 
be issued next week. The cut is due to the 
continued overproduction of high-grade oil 
which now amounts to probably 65 per cent 
of the State’s entire output 

AGENCY SALES FOR JUNE 

While the price of high-grade oil is gradually 
going down, the members of the Producers 
Agency all producers of low-grade oil are 
constantly receiving a better price for their 
product, and the amount of oil sold is slowly 
nereasil The total sales for the month of 
June approximated 1,400,000 barrels, which is 
nearly equal to the Agency's entire production 
The price received by the individual members 
6 cents per barrel, one and one-half 
increase over the previous month. It is ex 
pected the July price will be 40 cents or better 
The Agency price regulates the price on low 
grade oil in the markets, and as soon as the 
price exceeds 40 cents the other marketing 
ompanies—the Associated and Standard—will 
be obliged to raise their price in order to se 
cure the oil. It is confidently predicted that 
within two or three months the price of fuel 
or low-grade oil will exceed the price of the 
lower grades of refining oil, which would only 
be a logical outcome of the present situation 

The Agency membership now consists of 
about 200 producing companies, so it is seen 
that the monthly distribution covers a lot of 
ground, so to speak The Agency members 
are, needless to say, well Satisfied with the 
present situation 

BIG LOSS BY FIRE. 

The expected happened in connection with the 
vast storage reservoirs of the Laweview No 
Twe Oil Company and a careless cigarett« 
smoker was the cause. Last Monday he threw 
i lighted match on the oil-soaked ground, and 
in a few moments a fire was in progress that 
burned three days and did damage to the ex 
tent of ), 000.

A large number of 
consumers are believed to have been 
lulled into a sense of security over for- 
ward wants by reason of the approach 
of the marketing of many of the goods 
of foreign origin, and general business 
conditions during the last few months 
had not been of a character to Key 
buyers’ views to any keenness for op- 
erations covering more than the near- 
est requirements. The suspension of 
shipping facilities has, therefore, oper- 
ated with particular disadvantage at 
this time, and, while many members of 
the trade have expressed hope in re- 
lief to the embargo within a compara- 
tively short time, the restoration of 
anything approaching normal trading 
conditions by the time negotiations for 
fall business are usually in progress is 
scarcely to be counted upon. Several

of the larger importing and manufac- 
turing houses have issued announce- 


ments to the effect that they had been 
obliged temporarily to withdraw all 
quotations and discontinue the entry 
of contracts, promising their best ef- 
forts in meeting such reasonable cur- 
rent requirements as the market con- 
ditions afforded. The sensational ad- 
vances which have featured the inter- 
val may in many instances be justified 


in the absolute dependence upon the 
countries involved in the war and 
the reasonable uncertainty over the 
resumption of regular relations. In 


some cases dealers resorted to extreme 
prices with the view of blocking pur- 
chases, but the expedient proved of 
little check upon the more insistent 
buyers. Opium has responded sharply 
to the bullish developments, and the 
influence has been reflected in ad- 
vances in morphine and codeine. The 
conditions have been especially favor- 
able for quinine, which has strength- 
ened by nearly 20 per cent. Cocaine, 
which is likely to command consider- 
able attention for war medicinal pur- 
poses, almost doubled in vlaue. A 
number of Russian commodities, can- 
tharides, ergot, isinglass and lycopo- 
dium, scored sharp advances. Leading 
refiners of glycerine withdrew from 
the market. Quicksilver was decidedly 
bullish as a result of its foreign origin 
and its adaptability for war purposes, 
and the mercurial preparations were 
in sympathetic movement. Among 
other of the standard miscellaneous 
items which have shared in the enliv- 
ening developments have been  sSali- 
cylic acid and salicylate of soda, the 
bromides, chloral hydrate, carbolic 
acid, rochelle salt and seidlitz mixture. 


There was no appreciable change in 
the vanilla market, but the closing of 
the French markets, through which 
nearly all the Bourbon beans are sold, 
and the possible interruption to ship- 
ments of Tahitis encouraged bullish 
expectations with the renewal of the 
negotiations for the fall trade. All 
of the essential oils of foreign 
origin have been upward, spot 


stocks having been permitted to reach 
generally low limits in the anticipation 


of new crop arrivals. The harvest and 
shipment of many of the European 
botanicals have been seriously affected 


by the war, and the question of replen- 
ishing the limited spot stocks does not 
seem to admit of ready solution. Bel- 
ladonna, digitalis and senna leaves 
and alkanet, belladonna German dan- 
delion and licorice root have been 
among the leading price developments. 
The war has established shellac at a 
premium that was beyond the wildest 
expectations two weeks ago. 

The chaotic and unsettled state of 
the market prevents any summariza- 
tion of the week’s changes that can be 
relied upon as a definite basis of com- 
parison. In the following table we 
shall attempt to give such changes as 
may be accepted with a fair degree of 
market significance, but in no case can 
we treat the prices as available at the

With such a range and with 
only limited amounts offered it can be 
readily seen that there was no stable 
quotation on the market. This ma- 
terial is not produced in this country 
and with the foreign supply cut off 
temporarily at least an unsettled mar- 
ket is likely for some time. Yellow 
prussiate of potash also came in for 





considerable attention from consumers 
and, though there are reported to be 
three producers of this article in this 
country, there is no stability to prices, 
as the output is well taken care of by 
contracts The present position of the 
market shows a decided change from 
that early in the year when foreign 
material was offered freely and price 
cutting was common among. sellers 
The interruption of contract ship 
ments caused holders to become inte 
ested in the market and, with jobbers 
and small consumers bidding for sup 
plies, the market took on an appear 
ance of activity which was enlivened 
by the unsettled position of prices.

TANKAGE.—One of th materials that has 
been put on the jump by the developments of 
the week is tankage With the prospect of 
more pressing needs, and perhaps of a larger 
distribution the producers have marked up 
their figures and are now quoting 11 and 15 
high-grade ground tankage at $3.50 and 10 ¢ 
1. f. basis Baltimore, for August and Septem 
ber Naturally the buyers are indisposed to 
enter into commitments on any such basis, 
which is one of the highest noted here in 
years, and they ire not buying any more 
tankage than they can possibly help Urgent 
necessities, of course, must be taken care of, 
but the manufacturers show no disposition to 
go far beyond these requirements 

GROUND BLOOD With tankage going up 
by jumps, blood has hardly been able to keep 
pace the advance in this animal ammoniate 
having been relatively smaller than that of the 
other Before the rise the price of blood was 
10 or 15 cents higher per unit than for tank 
age, but the upward movement has tended to 
equalize th quotations, and they are now 
about the same. Of course, this advance has 
made the manufacturers as much disinclined 
to go strong on blood as on tankage, and the 
volume of business done here during the week 
has not been of moment, a circumstance to 
which the financial situation may have con 
tributed in part The producers, for their part, 
are not disposed to force the buying and seem 
to take the view that the buyers will have to 
meet their vrice. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—With other materials 
on the rise, acid phosphate has just about held 
its own, the quotations being neither hi 
nor lower A moderate business has been done 
during the week, and so far there are no in 
dications that the demand will become espe 
cially urgent The prevailing figures are still 
$6.50 for 14 per cent. and $7 for 16 per cent 
stocks, with the supplies adequate for all r 
quir ents 

NITRATE OF SODA Perhaps the added 
danger to nitrate carriers, which are all Eng 
lish vessels, and the possibility of the shiy 
ments being interrupted for some time, thas 
caused the holders of nitrate of soda to ad 

ince their quotations, which are now up to 
$2.25 for spot with figures on future hardly 
obtainable Offerings are being taken up witt

The Story of Gelatin Capsules. 


The fourth of a series of articles on 
the manufacture of empty gelatin cap 
sules at the Lilly laboratories 

A LILLY CAPSULE MACHINE 

\ Lilly capsule machine is a mass of 
intricate machinery im front of a long 
box-like enclosure; yet with a little ex 
planation and careful watching, each step 





in the operation is apparent and easily 
followed 

The mold pins set in rows on bat ure 
made of phosphor-bronze and consist or 
two sizes for each capsule, one size rep 
resenting the body part of the capsule 
and the other the cap. These two bars 
of pins start their journey one following 
the other They are carried along auto- 
matically, point down, until over the get- 
atin solution and, instead of the pins 
dipping down into the melted mass, the 
gelatin impales itself upon the molds 
fresh and warm, whereon the trough au- 
tomatically lowers and gets out of the 
path of molds. Almost as if moved by 
human hands the two bars of molds turn 


slowly over, move a short distance, and 
as though not completely satisfied with 
the first effort, they turn slowly over 
again in a reverse direction. This mov 
ment prevents the warm and mobile gei 
atin from running down the sides of the 
pins; it does away with the danger of a 
thin-neaded apsule that caves’ in mn 
Pressure and insures capsule walls of uni- 
form thickness. 

This step over, there begins the slow 
movement toward the box-like cooling, o1 
drying kiln, and finally the two sets of 
pins pass out of sight. On opening a

small door at the side of this long box 
the mMevement of the bars of pins can he 
followed as they nudge along under the 
impetus it seems of those following. x 
strong blast of washed and sterile atr 

eulates constantly through this drying 
kiln. The molds puss to the back of the 
machine and by means of sprocket car- 
rier chains are hauled to the top of the 
irying kiln and begin their journey back 
to the front of the long, cooling chamber. 
iy the time the capsules are cooled the 
gelatin has hardened and dried and the 
pi or molds are ready for stripping. 
‘he operator removes two bars of pins 
and vlaces them in separate slots in a 
horizontal position, and there they begin 
another automatic journey. Both rows 
of pins move simultaneously downward 
Corresponding body and cap of each cap 
sule are stripped off the pins at the sam«e 
time and pushed into slots in revolving 
lisks the edges of which overlap each 
vther slightly. <A rotating knife’ trims 
each capsule part close to the ed of the 
Wheel from which it protrudes and then 
as the overlapping edge of the revolving 
Wheels containing the respective parts of 
a ¢ sule are directly opposite one an- 
other a metal plunger gently yet firmly 
touches the cap or head of the capsule, 
pushes it onto the body part, out of the 
circular disks and into a _ shoot, from 
Where it slides to ihe receptacle that is 
rapidly filling. Just to the left as one 
fuces the machine is another container
